The Alton Limited,” St. Louis-

It is believed that some part of 
the mechanism of the locomotive or 
a coach broke off and caused a rail 
to break, an agent of the railroad 
said.

car were not derailed, nor was the 
parlor-qpservation car at the rear. 
The dining car, a chair car and three 
Pullman parlor cars were derailed 
and went on to the ground’ along- 
side the track, careening there at an 
angle of about 30 degrees. Most of 
the ‘passengers who were shaken up 
were in the dining car. 

All of the coaches were of steel 
construction and were painted dark 
red, this train sometimes being 
called the road's “red train.” 

The train was said to have been 
running about 35 miles an hour. 

Some of the pasesngers were 
taken to Alton station soon after the 
accident in the baggage car, pulled 
by the train’s locomotive. Just as 
this equipment reached the station 
something went wrong with artruck 
of the locomotive tender, and this 
truck was derailed, without causing 
serious damage.

Democritus put forward the theory that ma- 
terial things are constantly shedding effiures 
or images of themselves which enter the sense 
organs and set in motion the soul atoms—henc 
perception. This theory remained potent down 
to the time of Locke. 

Of course there are truths—relative truths— 
which are all right for practical use. Mathe- 
matical truths are unquestioned: so are most 
of those of the physical sciences. In the sci- 
ences which deal with organic life—inciuding 
peychology—there is however stil] some cebate. 
But the Absolute Truth—the final Reality—is 
what philosophers are after, and this seems to 


be as elusive ag ever.
